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The Last ef a Sensation of 1872—Jay 
Boule Gets a Judgment by Detauit 
for $40,000 Against the Meck Mil- 
ionaire.

The suits between Jay Gould and Lord Gor- 
don Gordon,” growing out of the great con- 
fidence operations of the latter in the early part 
of 1872, have now received their final adjudica- 
tion in the courts. It will be remembered that 
@ man styling himself ‘‘ Lord Gordon Gordon” 
and Earl of Aberdeen was introduced to Hor- 
ace Greeley bya man named Sears, a corre- 
spondent of the 7ribune, whom he had employed 
as secretary, Then Mr. Greeley took Col. 
Thomas A. Scott to see Lord Gordon” 
at the Metropolitan Hotel, his Lordship 
having said that he had the option of the ab- 
solute control and direction of the English 
shares in the New York & Erie Railway Com- 
pany, and would be willing to accept the trust 
of the English shareholders if Ool. Scott 
could be interested in the management of the 


._Erie Read. After waiting some time. Lord 


Gorden being at bis toilet, Mr. Greeley and 
Col. Scott secured an audience. He spoke 
to them of his noble relatives aud friends as 
people of title, and of his purpose to purchase 
an estate and erect for himself a comfortable 
home near New York, where he could entertain 
his many friends from abroad. Then, through 
Gol. Scott, Mr. Gould was introduced to Gor- 
don, and to him he said that he bad taken bie 
seat in the House of Lords when he wag but 
22 years old, and that he bad an aunual 
income of $3,000,000 from his estates. He said 
he bad arrangements made with a majority of 
the then Erie Directors, by virtue of which 


they would resign, the vacancies to be filled by |

$30,000,000 of Erie stock were then on their way 
to bim from England; and that he had expended 
$1,000,000 in investigation into Erie affairs.

$40,000 more in money to purchase real estate in 
Gould soon distrusted 
Gordon, and with the aid of Mr. Tweed 
and Judge Shandley frightened him by 
threats of criminal proceedings into giving back 
the $150,000 and the greater portion of the stock, 
the remainder having been sent to Philadelphia 
to be solid. He denied afterwards ever baving 
received the $40,000, and began a suit against 
Gould to recover back all he bad been frighten, 
ed into handmg over, claiming it was a legiti- 
mate put and call transaction, retaining aa his 
counsel John H. Strahan, ex-Judge Porter, aud 
John Graham, all of whom vouched for the re- 
spectability of their client. Mr. Gould brougbt 
suits Nos. 1 and 2 against Gordon, in one of 
which an order of arrest was granted, being 
1 however. upon the securities and mouey 
ing paid into cofirt pending the litigation. 
Various motions in the several suits were argued 
in May and June, 1872, and Gordon and Gould 
were examined orally. The motions were then 
oe agree until September. At that time Gor- 
on, having meanwhile been thoroughly un- 
ed asa daring impostor, failed to appear. 
Gould has now just taken judgment by default 
in one suit for $40,300, before Judge Van Brunt.

Aman named Mastai Ferretti, who received 
the | 3 of Freemasonry, and solemnly 
pled bis love and fellowship, and who 
afterwards was crowned Pope and King, under 
the title of Pio Nino, has now cursed his 
former brethren and excommunicated ail mem- 
bers of the Order of Freemasons. Therefore 
said Mastai Ferretti is herewith, by decree o 
the Grand e of the Orient, Palermo, ex- 
pelled from the Order for perjury. 

The charges against bim were first preferred 
in his lodge at Palermo, in 1865, and notification 
and copy thereof sent to him, with a request to 
attend the lodge for the purpose of answering 
the same. To this he made no reply, ard, for 
divers reasons, the charges were not pressed uu- 
tilbe urged the Bishops of Brazil to act ag - 
gressively towards the Freemasons. Then they 
were pressed, and, after a regular trial, a decree 
of aq tert was entered and published, the 
same being signed by Victor Emmanuel, King of 
Italy, ana Grand Master of the Orient of Italy.

Women Attempting te Organize a 

Protective Union-—Their Kelations 
With the Clothing Trade. 
From the New York Tribuna, 

A meeting was held in Room No. 24 Cooper 
Union last night, to organize a protective asso- 
ciation among the tailoresses of this city. Mesars. 
Rosencranz, Blissert, and Fortune were sent by 
the Journeymen Tailors’ Union as a committee 
to organize the proposed society, but, in conse- 
quence of the small attendance, that purpose was 
postponed, Mr. Blissert addréssed the tailor- 
esses present, enlargiog upon the advantages to 
be derived from a trade organization, add as- 
suring them that the Tailors’ Union bad no self- 
ish motives in endeavoring to form such an or- 
ganization for them, but was influenced entirely 
by the desire to protect them from the rapacity 
of employers. The real object of the Tailors’ 
Union in fostering this new movement, 
as gathered from the statements of the commit- 
tee is this: The tailoresses employed in the eus- 
tom trade are not paid by the employers, but by 
the journeymen tailors, under whom ther wor 
in the shop. Their wages vary from @9 to 612 a 


week, A so-called bill of prices is sent from the 
Tailors’ Union to each custom shop in the city. 


The prices of these bills 4 according to the 

character of the 
; but no tailor is allowed to work 
for less than the price which the Union has fixed 
for his shop, and the same rule applies to the 
tailoress employed to work under the journey- 
men. A few clothing establish te—notably 
those of Messrs. Nicoll, Devlin, and Brock 
are now working ona different system. They 
hire their own tailoresses and pay them them- 
selves ; and since the rule of the Tailor Union, 
fixing a certain rate of wages is thus avoided, 
the prices t_ey are comparatively low, 
averaging only $7 or $8 @ week. It is this 
lowering of prices which has led tne 
Tailors’ Union te attemot the formation of a 
union among the tailoresees, similar to their 
own im requirements, which will arrest the 
downward tendency of prices by enabling the 
journeymen to control the whole trade. They 
are now — their best ali the tai- 
loreeses employed by the 
others, to unite under their auspices in a demand 
for more wages, which of conrse means a strike. 
Notwithstanding their poor success last night. 
they will soon make another attempt to organize 
the proposed union. There are about 3,000 or 
4,000 tailoresses employed in the custom trade in 
New York, but the rg! yin suche of them are 
already paid the rate wages fixed by the 
union. Those employed in the ‘‘ ready-made” 
trade are entirely beyond the control of the 
union. ‘There are 1,500 union tailors in the city, 
and 18,000 or 20,000 who belong to no orgauiza- 
tion. The latter, however, are principally 
women in ready-made clothing stores.

A GAS WELL. . 


Singular Discovery at South 
Chicago.

Work for the Academy of Sciences, 


About four weeks ago, ebile John B. Char- 


boanesau, who lives at South Chicago, was boring 
for water in the rear of his dwelling, on Ninety- 
second street, st the depth of 60 feet he struck a 
vein of inflammable gad, which was of such power 
as to blow out all the surface-water then coilect- 
ed in the tube. In order to test the quality, he 
attached an ordinary gas-pipe to the tube, and, 
applying a match, a stream of flame shot into 
the air to the height of 18 inches. The flame 
has burned ever since without any sensible 
diminution of the pressure, apd affording 
enough gas, if it could be uthzed, to give light 
to an ordinary small towh, or to some such build- 
ing as the Palmer House or Pacific Hotel. 
Hearing of these facts, and considering the 
matter sufficiently curious to warrant an in vesti- 


gation, Tus TRisuNe dispatched a representa- 
tive to the scene of the discovery, in order to 
verify the report and gam any information that 
might lead to an 
EXPLANATION OF THE PHENOMENA. 

Mr. Charbonneau's place was found to be about 
eighty rods from tbe lake shore, and the ground 
upon which it is built is almost on a level with 
ive surface, certainly not more than six or eight 
inches above it. 

The well or tube through which the gas 
escapes is sunk just in tue rear of his house, and 
is an erdigary two-inch tube, now down to 
the depth of eighty feet. In order to 
test the matter, a line, attached to which was a 
sectfon of gas pipe closed at the lower end, was 
let down into the tube, and asthe depth of twen- 
ty-four feet it passed into a body of water, show- 
ing on the line to be about eight feet deep.

He knows nothing about oratory; but be 
is vigorous, direct, and often exceedingly eloquent, 
bearing all before bim by a resist less momentum. His 
theory is that a man can be useful “if he will only get 
down low enough for God to work through him,” His 
creed is stiffly Calvinistic, and he often presents dovc- 
trines in a way offensive to thoughtful people; but he 
is better than his creed, and he does not hold it intoler- 
antly, except, perhaps, toward such “outside barbari- 
ams” eas Unitarians, Spiritualists, and what-not. 
There was once an out-and-ont-come-outer of some 
sort he persisted in interrupting the noom prayer- 
mectings and street-preaching. His effrontery sur- 

assed even Mr. Moody’s, and he was so persistent that

Moody stood shaking hands with the people, there 
came slong this obstreperous radical.

ble of accommodating 1,500 people. 


The Rev. Samuel Hutchinson, formerly a Bap- 
tist minister, and nexta Methodist, has returned 
to his first love, and a Baptist Council, June 16, 
proceeded to catechise him in order to discover 
whether any Arminian taint clung to him from 
his late associations. He was found to be ortho- 
dox in all respects, according to the Baptist 
faith,.and Brother Hutchinson was received into 
the fold once more with rejoicing. He has taken 
the pastoral charge of the Providence Baptist 
‘Church.

RELIGIOUS MISCELLANY. 

A remarkable discourse thrilled the Method- 
ists of Cambridge, N. I., two Sundays ago. 
Everybody remarked that their new minister, 
Mr. Brown, was reallya man of genius. The 
only difficulty was that a book of sermons pub- 
lished sixteen years ago in England contained 
the remarkable discourse verbatim, and one of 
the citizens happened to own a copy, and be 
familiar with its contents. . 

On the day of the election of Pius IX. to the 
Papal throne, he sent the following letter to his 


brothers at Sinigaglia : 
Jun 16, 1846, 

„Most Dearly Beloved Brothers, Giuseppe and Gaetano: 

„God, the blessed one, who humbieth and. exalteth, 
hath been pleased to raise me, who am so base, to the 
highest dignity on earth. His most holy will be ever- 
more done. I know in some measure the almost 
boundiess weight of such a charge, and know equally 
my poverty, not to speak of the utier nothingness of 
my spirit. Cause prayer to be offered up, and pray 
for me yourself. The conclave has lasted forty-eight 
hours, If the City of Sinigagiia shouid like to go to 
some expense in the way of demonstrations, endeavor 
I expressly desire it also, that the sum to be e 
be all laid out in things useful for the city, in the 
judgment of the Mayor and the Council. As to you, 
my dear brothers, I embrace you both heartily in 
Jesus Christ. Far from exulting, rather compassion- 
ate your brother, who gives the Apostolical blessing to 
ali, Prius IX.“ 


It is proposed to place a memorial window in 
the new memorial hall of Harvard University in 
remembrance of the Christian philosophers of 
Cambritige, Eng., who have taken the lead from 
the seveateenth century to the nineteenth in the 
Christian culture of England, and anticipated 
the generous and comprehensive church move- 
ments of our day—such men as Winchcote, 
Henry More, Cudworth, Coleridge. and Maurice. 
The noted men of this school in the seventeenth 
century were graduates of Emanuel College (to 
which John Harvard aod bis associates be- 
longed). 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, by refusing to 
dedicate a church till a brass cross was re- 
moved from the altar, has offended the 
Ritualists seriously. “The cross is the 
emblem of Christianity,” they exclaim ; 
our churches are built in the form of 
a cross ; our children in baptism are signed with 
the sign of the cross ; this Scotch Presbyterian, 
who by an evil fate is now at the bead of our 
‘Church, will next order the great golden cross 
on the top of St. Paul's Cathedral to be removed, 
aud replaced, perhaps, by a weathercock.

De Quificey and His Opium Propensi- 
ties. 

Little more than fourteeu years ago, says à re- 
cent English writer, there passed from among us 
a man who held a high and very peculiar position 
‘in Englich literature. For seventy-three years 
DeQuincey had been carrying on an operation 
which, for want of a better term, we must de- 
scribe as living, but which would be more fitly 
described by some mode of speech indicating aa 
existence on the confines of dreamlaud and real- 
ity. In 1821 he first published the work with 
which his name is most commonly associated, 
and at certain intervals he gave tokens to man- 
kind of his continued presence on earth, What 
his life may have been in the intervals seems to 
have been at times uuknowa even to his friends. 
He began by disappearing from school and from 
his family, and seems to have fallen into the 
habit of temporary eclipses. At one moment he 
dropped upon his acquaintance from the clouds; 
at another he would vanish into utter darkness 
for weeks or months together. One day hecame 
to dine with Christopher North,—so we are told 
in the Professor's life,—was detained for the 
night by a heavy storm of rain, aud prolonged 
his impromptu visit for a year. During that 

riod hia habits must have been rather amazing 

6 a well-regulated household. His wants, in- 
deed, were simple, and. in one sense, regular; a 
particular joint of mutton, cut according to a 
dertain mathematical formula, and au ounce of 
laudanum, made him happy foraday. But in 
the hours when ordinary beings are awake, he 
was generally to be found stretched in profound 
opium slumbers upon a rug before the fire, and 
it was only abous 2 or 3 in the morning that he 
gave unequivocal symptoms of vitality, and 
suddenly gushed forth in streams of wondrous 
eloquence to the supper parties detained for the 
purpose of witnessing the display. That is the 
most distinct gumpse 1 have caught of the liv- 
ing De Quincey. Between these irregular appari- 
tions we are lastly given to understand that his 
life was so strange that its details would be in- 
éredible.

Ii is 
enough that he was a strange, unsubstautial 
being, flitting uncertamly about in the twilight 
regious of society, emerging by fits and starts 
into visibility, afflicted with a general vagueness 
at to the ordinary duties of mankind, and 
always and everywhere taking much more opium 
than was good for him. e tells us, indeed, 
that he broke off his oVermastering habit by 
vigorous efforts, as he teile ob that opium isa 
dure for most serious evils, and especially saved 
him from an early death by consumption. It is 
plain enotigh, however, that he never really re- 
frained for any length of time; and perhaps we 
should congratuiate ourselves on a propensity, 
unfortunace, it may be, for the victim, but lead- 
ing to the Confessions as one collateral re- 
suit. The only part ot De Quincey’s career in 
which we may conceive ourselves to be treading 
the firm ground of fact is the eariy period de- 


scribed in bis various autobiographical writings. |

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TROUBLED FRANCE, 


The Assanit on Gambetta—Exciting 
Scenes in the Metropolis. 
Parig (June 12) vem n of the New York 


mes. 

The effect of Gambetta s studied insult to the 
Bonapartista could have been easily foreseen, 
and it is only natural that the public should take 
sides with his quarrel with M. Rouher. The lat- 
ter has been admirable in his statesmanlike mod- 
eration aud dignity. He declined to furnish a 
report to the resident of the Assembly coacern- 
ing the insults be received in the buvette, aud 
he has paid no sort of attention to thé cries he 
is fareed to hear in going to or coming from the 
Chambers. The effect of this wise course was 
shown yesterday at the station. The hall 
and waiting-rooms were e¢rowded with men 
and boys, who bad evident! oome 
there to take part in a demonstration; but when 
M. Bouber appeared not « single cry was heard, 
the people rushed forward to see the ex-Vice 
Emperor out of curiosity, and hats were respect- 
fully taken off to him as he walked down the 
line. A stranger might have taken thir scene 
for the triumphant entry of some welcome guest, 
or some mah whom people delight to honor. 
Half an hour later the scene was changed. In 
my previous letter I spoke of the first insult to 
Gambetta, when an ex-officer of the army dared 
him to repeat what he had said in the tribune. 
The author of the scene is now attached to 
the Liberte, and sends the evening dis- 
patches off by carrier-pigeons. “ I am one 
of those Bonapartistse whom you charac- 
terized as wretches,” he — do you 
dare apply the words to me personally?“ Taken 
by surprise, Gambetta did not know what to say, 
but his friend, Guyot-Montpayroux, called for 
the police. As the gendarmes had seen aothing 
they let their prisoner go about his business, and 
for this they were violently assmied by the 
Deputies belonging to tpe Left. M. Adune, M. 
Lockroy, MM. ‘briseon and Ordinaire began to 
abuse the police; called them Bonapartists in 
disguise, and said that probably M. de Broglie 
h paid them to allow the Republicans to be in- 
suited. Several meu rushed forward and invited 
the police to arrest the mes meulting them, 
even if they were Deputies, and when the Brig- 
adier (Sergeaut of Police) came, be threatened to 
do so unless the Deputies ceased disputing with 
the agents. Inthe evening these scenes were 
renewed. Two or, three men tried to get at 
Gambetta, but were stepped by the police, aud two 
men kicked i him as he passed, without reach 
ing the tail of his coat. They were roughly 
hustied away by the gendarmes. Cries on both 
sides came from tne crowd. 

Yesterday morning the journals were as full 
of these disorders as they were of the affairs of 
Pringe Pieree and Victor Noir four yea:e ago. 
The Rappel asked the people if they would 
stand by with folded hands and see their repre- 
sentatives insulted? This was an invitation 
whidh was eagerly accepted, and at 1:25 yester- 
day the Saint-Lazare station was cfowded. Tht 
cabarets were emptied for the moment, and the 
idle ouvriers went in for a regular demonatra- 


coustitated authority. There were cries of Vive 
Gambetia when that hero appeared, quickly 
followed by numerous hisses, and by counter 
eriea of q bas Rabagas! Che of the Deputies 
then cried for the police to arrest the men who 
were inbulting the representatives of the people. 
**Go on your way,” said @ Sergeant de Ville, 
„nobody has insulted you.” As this was not 
satisfactory, the Deputy said, 1 am Gen. Saus- 
ler, member of the Assemily—” “It does 
not matter who you are, replied the gendarme, 
“if you do not move ou you will be arrested 
yourself ;” and as Gen. Satiseier continued to 
cfy out he was arrested, in fact, and taken into 
the waiting-room, but released in time to take 
the train. As M. Rouvier came up the line—for 
all pérsons had to march between two lines of 
police—some one cried: '* Thereis one of the men 
who make these disturbances.” Instead of pass- 
ing on as he should have done, Ruuvier attacked 
the pole. Are you here to protect the Depu- 
ties,” he cried in anger,, or to let them be in- 
sulted?” It is the Deputies themselves who 
make che disturbance,” replied the gardien de la 
vaix. M. Rouvier vegan to cry st louder, and 
5 too, was arrested. When Gambetta neared 
the door there was a rush and a number of cries 


of ‘Vive la Republique,” soon drowned in hisses, ’ 


„That sounds like the day they had me back 
against u wall ia face of a shooting squad, 
said a gendarme, and he was imme lately de- 
nounced as a Bonapartist, a saligot rousein, and 
other names of the kind, and the Serreant be- 
side him was assaulted with a cane, He seized 
the man behind him, who happened to be M. 
Lefevre, a Deputy, who began to abuse the 
agent, and was at once arrested. In the melee 
which followed, M. De Mahy and. another Radi- 
cal Deputy were also taken off to the station- 
house. 

In the evening the disorders were stiil greater. 
M. Rouher came in by the early train and was 
réceifed with the same respectful silence, but 
when Gambetta came the shouts 2 began. 
The cry of Vive la Republique Sociale” mingled 
with the erx Vive Gambetta, & bas Rabagas,” 
‘Vive la France,” Vive la Commune,” aud 
Vive le Petrole.” The author of this singular 
ery received a blow in response which sent him 
tedling into the arms of a gendarme, who took 
him off to prison. A workman, half tipsy, and 
with a short pipe in his mouth, sajd to a 
we!l-dressed gentlemah by his side, Ah! here's 
another of ces miserables, these wretches 
of Bonapartists.”. The young man squared off 
and kubeked his insulter down, and then calmly 
said: ** No, I am a Legitimist, but ready for any 
insolent fellow, all the same.” When Gam- 
betta walked out hurmedly, sufrounded by his 
friends, the disorder was indeseribable. Nearly 
a hundred gendarmes found it hard work to keep 
back the cfowd. ‘The Radical Deputies took up 
the hostile cries at once, and buried back an in- 
sult, aud this increased the tumult. Tue police 
had to push them on to prevent their stopping to 
bandy words with this excited crowd. Gam- 
betta descended the stairway upon the arm of 
M. Ordinaire, a well-dressed man, wearing the 
rosette* of the Legion d' Houneur, pushed 
up ih front of him and raised 
am one of those 
gan, but M. 
vou want with me; I don’t know you.” M. 
Ordinaire called for the police. The geutleman 
raised s light cane, but his cane was seized be- 
fore be could strike; but, suddenty breaking 
away, he gave M. Gambetta a blow in the right 
eye with bis fist. As this is a glass eye, one can 
fancy the pain it caused by being violently forced 
into the socket. M. Gambetta cried ont with 
anguish, and shouted to the police to arrest the 
aggressor. M. Ordinaire seized him, receiving a 
sharp blow for his pains, and the voung man then 
puehed through the crowd to place himself in 
charge of the gendarmes, struggiing to force a 
vassage to the spot, Tais was accomplisied, and 

. Gambeita told the police to hold their pris- 
oner, af hé Was going at once to make a charge 
against bim. 

When before the Commissaire, the young 
man said that he was the Compte de Saint- 
Oroix, who had commanded a battalion of mo- 
biies in the time of Gambetta’s dictature. He 
is an ex-Captain of the Imperial Guard. Count 
Saint-Croix said he had struck M. Gambetta de- 
liberately, and with the intention of provoking 
him toaduel, on account of his insult to the 
Bonapartist party, of which he was d mem- 
ber. But,“ said the Commissaire, ** when one 
bas thia ot ject in view, he gives 4 slap, and not 
a fist-blow.” Count Saiut-Croix said that he in- 
tended +o hit him with his light rattan walking 
stick, bat his arm was seized, and he struck 
with his fiet, in order that M. Gambetta micht 
‘Ot escape without receiving as marked an m- 


‘guilt as that he bad given in thetribune, The 


charges were signed by Gambetta and his 
fnends, and the young man was beld under ar- 
rest at the Prefecture. When the * 
Deputies came through, they, too, received min- 
gled cheers and insults ; but they had the good 
sense to go ob without paying any attention to 
them. 

Meantime the Assembly had been very mach 
excited also. The Deputies who had been ar- 
rested made wiitten charges against the police 
to M. Baze, the questor. and great animation 
reigned in the hall. There was great good 
humor as well. Although the debate was going 
on, and à dull orator cronmeg eff his speech, 
every now-oomer was surrounded and question- 
ed as to how be got through; one Tenet chest 
his little misadventure. When speaker 
fimeted, M. Baze mounted the tribune, looking 
fiercely important, and stood so straight that 
several inches seemed to have been added to bis 
small stature.

STOPPING THE LEAKS. 

The new Secretary of the Treasury seems to 
be devoting the summer vacation to business. 
While the other officials are off to the watering- 
places enjoying their ofium cum dig., or prepar- 
ing to go, Secretary Bristow, like a prudent, 
sensible navigator, is devoting the time during 
which his Department is in dry dock to stopping 
up the leaks made by his careless and stupid 
predecessors. One very large leak was recently 
stopped which will, of itself, stop a great many 
in future. Shortly after entering upon his 
duties, he discovered that the Chief of one of 
his Bureaus was traveling in Europe. Nothing 
remarkable in that. The Chief of a Bureau is 


just as firmly convinced he ought to travel in 


Europe as a clergyman is. But when the Secre- 


tary looked into the matter a little further, he 
found that his subordinate was not ouly travel- 
ing in Europe, but that his salary was going 
on, at the rate of $5,000 perannum. This was 
comfortable, 
found that his predecessor had conjured up 
some ideal work for the Chief to do, by which 
he received $25 a day extrain gold and mileage.

In other words. he was allowed to go to Europe, 


draw his salary, and have all his expenses paid, 
—a programme calculated to make European 
tours very popular in the Treasury Department. 
Secretary Bristow, however, failed to see the 
propriety or justice of such proceedings, and 
stopped this leak at ofce by promptly cutting 
off the remittance and ordering the tourist home 
again to attend to his business and earn his 
salary. The consternation with which the tour- 
ist will receive this order will only be equaled by 


the consternation which will seize other heads 


of Bureaus contemplating visits to the Alps and 


Young & Co. brought action of replevin against 
the Slieriff, making Thorne & Co. and Keck de- 
fendants, On the trial of the case, under the 
ruling of the Court, the jury rendered a verdict 
for Keck.

Co., at any time from Saturday to Monday noon, 
by telegraph, or even by letter, could have ar- 
rested the delivery of the pork to Johnson & Co. 
Instead of this, they waited a week, in which 
time these purchasers, without notice of adverse 
claim, purchased, in good faith and for 6 valu- 
able consideration, the-property. 


JAMES BUCHANAN, J. 8. BLACK, AND E. X. 
STANTON, 

A writer in the New York Sun publishes a 
narrative throwing some light upon the history 
of the last three months of the Administration 
of James Buchanan. Much of this history has 
bitherto been secret, and nearly all the actors 
are dead; among them, Buchanan, Cobb, Floyd, 
Cass, Toucey, Stanton, and P. F. Thomas, of 
his Cabinet. J. S. Black, Thompson of Missis- 
sippi, Gen. Dix, and Judge Holt still survive. 
When Congress met, December, 1860, there was 
an undefined impression that matters could be 
settled and war avoided. Mr. Lincoln had 0 
hoped, if not intimated ; and Congress promptly 
voted down ali bills looking to war, and all bills 
conferring additional powers upon the President, 
to be used in an emergency. President Bu- 
chanan had peculiar notions about ‘ coercion.” 
While he believed the General Government had 
power to suppress revolts and insurrections, and 
that no State could withdraw from the Union; 
he drew a distinction between such a revolt and 
the unanimous revolution of the people of a 
State; he therefore shrank from the idea of 
making war upon a State, or “ coercing a State,” 
as it was then called. He embodied these views 


ought certainly not be retained. They are too vague, 
and might have the effect (which Iam sure the Pres- 
ident does not intend) to mislead the Commissioners 
concerning his sentiments, The power to defend the 
public resist an assailing force which un- 
lawfully attempts to drive out the troops of the United 
States from one of the fortifications, and to use mili- 
tary and naval forces for the purpose of siding the 
proper officers of the United States in the execution 
of the lawe—thbis, as far as it goes, is coercion, and may 
very well be called coercing a State by force of arms 
to remain in the Union.“ The President has always 
asserted his right of coercion to thatextent. He 
merely denies the right of Congress to make offensive 
war upon a State of the Union, as such might be made 
upon a foreign Government, 

56. The implied assent of the President to the accusa- 
tion which the Commissioners make of a compact with 
South Carolina, by which he was bound not to take 
whatever measures he saw fit for the defense of the 
forta, ought to be stricken out and a flat denial of any 
such bargain, pledge, or agreement, inserted, The 
paper signed by the late members of Congress from 
South Carolina does not bear any such construction, 
and this, as I understand, is the only transaction be- 


’ tween South Carolina and him which bears upon the 


subject either directly or indirectly, I think it deeply 
concerns the President’s reputation that he should 
contradict this statement, since if it be undenied it 
puts him in the attitude of an executive officer who 
voluntarily disarms himself of the power to perform 
his duty, and tes up his hands so that he cannot, 
without breaking his word, “‘ preserve, protect, and 
defend the Constitution, and see the laws faithfully ex- 
ecuted.” The fact that he pledged bimeelf in any such 
way cannot be true, The Commissioners, no doubt, 
have been so informed, But there must be some mis- 
take about it. It arose doubtless out of the President's 
anxious aud laudable desire to avoid civil war, and his 
often expressed determination not even to furnish an 
excuse for an outbreak at Charleston by reinforcing 
Maj. Anderson unless it was absolutely necessary. 

6. The remotest expression of a doubt about Maj. 
Anderson perfect propriety of behavior should be 
carefully avoided, He is not merely a gallant and mer- 
itorious officer who is entitled to a fair hearing before 
he is condemned. He has saved the country, I solemnly 
believe, when ite day was darkest and its perils mos, 
extreme, He has done everything that mortal man 
could do to repair the fatal error which the Adminis- 
tration have committed in not sending down troops 
enough to hold ail the forts. He has kept the strongest 
one. He still commands the harbor, We may stil 
execute the laws if we try. Besides, there is nothing 
in the orders which were sent to him by the War De- 
partment which is in*the slightest degree contravened 
by his act of throwing Lis command into Fort Sumter. 
Even if those orders, seut without your knowledge, did 
forbid him to leave a place where his mea might have 
perished, and shelter them under a stronger position, 
we ought all of us to rejoice that he broke such ordere, 

7. The idea that a wrong was committed agains. 
South Carolina by moving trom Fort Moultrie to Fort 
Sumter ought to be repelied as firmly as may be con- 
sistent with a proper respect for the high character (f 
the gentlemen who compose the South Caroling Com- 
mission. Itis a strange assumption of right on the 
part of that State to say that our United Statgs troops 
must remain in the weakest position they find in 
the harbor, It is not a menace of South Carolina or of 
Charleston, or any menace at all. It is simple self-de- 
fense. If South Carolina does not attack Maj, Ander- 
son, no human being will be injured; for there certain- 
ly can be no reason to believe that be will commence 
hostilities, The apparent objection to his being in 
Fort Sumter is that he will be less likely to fall an easy

SHALL WE HAVE A MUSICAL FESTIVAL? 

It will be a pleasant announcement to lovers of 
music in this city that there is a prospect of 2 
great musical festival in Chicago next spring. A 
meeting of delegates from the prominent mu- 
sical societies will be held at the Sherman House 
on Thursday evening of this week to canvass the 


prospects for such a festival, and, if it is consid- 


ered practicable, to arrange the details, Even 
should the festival not be upon as large a scale 
as those which have hitherto been given in Bos- 
ton, New York, and Cincinnati, we hope that the 
committees will decide upon some programme 
of arrangements which wil! assure a musical suc- 
cess. A large and successful festival here next 
spring will do a gigantic work for the cause of 
music in Chicago. The festival held in 
Cincinnati a year ago has been of 
incalculable benefit to that city from a musical 
point of view. As to the material, there need be 
no apprehensions. If the proper inducements 
are brought to bear, from 600 to 800 good voices 
can be mustered in Chicago alone, and, if neces- 
sary, 200 more can be found in the suburban 
towns. This will make a chorus sufficiently 
large for any purpose, or for any building we 
have in the city. Eight hundred voices, indeed. 
are ample Tor the occasion, and the nucleus of 
an orchestra sufficient for this number of voices 
may also be had here. Whether this material 
can be utilized depends upon the musicians, and 
the liverality aud the local pride of our citizens, 
The singers and players must make up their 
minds to endure a great deal of hard work, 
and sink all jealousies and desire for precedence,

On the 
decision of the last question the whole case 
should turn,—i. e., on the sanity or insanity of 
the assured at the time he took his life. Of 
course the sanity of the assured was to be pre- 
sumed until the contrary was shown; and the 
fact of suicide is not itself evidence of insanity. 
Nor will ali insanity excuse the suicide. It must 
be of such a degree as will make the company 
liable, Anger, jealousy, shame, pride, dread of 
exposure, fear of poverty, may be, in a scenes, 
insanity; but guch insanity does not exempt a 
suicide from the consequences of self -destrur- 
tion when the act was done deliberately and in- 
telugently. In order that he may be exempted 
there must be mental disorder amounting to 
insanity; and not till anger, jealousy, or the 
dread of poverty, has induced such a mental state 
do they excuse the suicide. When such a state 
of mind has been produced and suicide 
follows, the act is not the party's volun- 
tary, intelligent act. and he. does not, 
technically speaking, die by his own hand. Em-

citizens over 18 years of age, resident of the Super- 
visor’s district, or of the incorporated city or town 
where such liquors are to be sold, and all such pe- 
titions, after being presented and filed, shall lay over 
one month for consideration, and the reception of 
counter-petitions, before being acted upon, and any 
names of either male or female petitioners found on 
both petitions shall be counted against the granting or 
renewal of such “jicense ; and if any Supervisor's dis- 
trict or any incorporated town or city shall, by a ma- 
jority of such male citizens over 21 years of age, and 
female citizens (residents) over 18 years of age, living 
within the limits of such Supervisor’s district or such 
incorporated city or town, petition against the grant- 
ing or renewal of such license, it shall not be granted 
or renewed to any applicant within the bounds or lim- 
its of such incorporated city or town, or within the 
limits of such Supervisor’s district, for two years 
after such petition is so presented, 

Seo. 2. Be it Surtaer enacted, That any Mayor, munic- 
ipal otlicer, or Clerk of the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
men of any incorporated town or city, or any member 
ofany Boards of Supervisors, or the Clerks of such 
Boards, or any other person, either severaliy, or jointly 
with any other person, who shall issue or renew any 
license to retail vinous or spirituous liquors, or cause 
the same to be done in violation of the first eection of 
this act, shall be liable to indictment therefor, and 
upon conviction shall be finedin any sum not less 
than $100 nor more than $1,000; andin addition to 
such fine shall be imprisoned in the county jail not 
less than one month nor more than six months, 

Su. 3. Be it further enacted, That all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act be 
and the same are hereby repealed, and that this act 
take effect upon its passage.

Col, Allen P. Huggins, of Aberdeen, Miss., 
writes that very few, if any, licenses bave been 
granted in that State since the passage of the 
law. In every case where it is proposed to 
license, the women at once rally to the rescue, 
and defeat the license by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

This is anew and very significant develop- 
ment of the doctrine of woman’s rights. It is 
claimed that they are the largest, and certainly 
the most innocent, sufferers by intemperance, 
and this is the first time, so far as we 
know, that they have had an opportunity to 
make their influence (in a legal way) felt in the 
suppression of the traffic in intoxicating drinks. 
As the law was passed in April, it is 
probably too soon to form an opinion as to its 
practical workings, or whecber it is likely to en- 
tirely suppress the evils it is designed to remedy. 
But as it has its beais in the sentiment of each

In all these points Mr. Greg shows that 
England is losing ber relative, and, in some 
respects, her positive, supremacy. England's 
coal is in process of exhaustion; her iron, of 
course, follows suit. English workmen labor 
fewer bours, with less steadiness and conscien- 
tiousness, than they were wont to. Foreign 
skilled labor and foreign enterprise are improv- 
ing, a8 compared with England’s. The cost of 
production of articles of English manufacture 
is, therefore, increasing. It 18 increasing both 
as compared with what it has been in England 
and what it is in other countries. 

The present consumption of coal in England 
is about 120,000,000 tons yearly, which, deduct- 
ing the amount exported, leaves 108,000,000 tons 
consumed in the country itself. At this rate 
the total reserve of coal in Great Britain would 
be exhausted in 1,200 years. The quantity of 
coal existing in known English coal-fields is 
90,000 million tons. This includes all that exists 
down to a depth of 4,000 feet; and, it is 
not yet demonstrated that shafts deeper than 
8,099 feet can be worked. Should the 
manufacturing productiveness of England 
continue to advance at the same rate as hitherto, 
its annual consumption of coal, instead of re- 
maining at its present figure (120,000,000 tons), 
would be twice, thrice, or four times that 
amount, and the available coal-fields of Great 
Britain would be workied up in 636, 360, of even 
in 100 years. Still, the question is not how soon 


her cheap coal will be worked out; not how 
much coal she mav raise, but how much it will 
pay to raise. England is now working her rich- 
est and most easily-accessible veins ; 4s the 
shafts go deeper the costof working will in- 
crease, t. e., the cost of producing the coal ; or, in 
other words, its natural price will increase. Cheap 
ness ; bat cheap coal cannot long be se 

since every year it becomes pecessary to dive 
deeper and deeper into the bowels of the earth 
tor it, and, therefore, to pay higher wages to 
obtain it. It is, of course, within the power of 
the people to economise the use of fuel, so as to 
lower the price, but then it is made a question 
to meu, or adequate profits to masters. But, no 
matter how the evil day may be postponed, Mr.

THE DAY AT DEXTER PARE. 

The first summer meeting at Dexter Park, 
under the management of Mr. George B. Man- 
sur, was finished yesterday, and the ending of it 
was much more successful than the beginning, 
giving gratifying encouragement for the future. 
The number in attendance was probably 2,500 or 
more, and though this patropage was not at all 
large, when the holiday character of the day is 
considered, it was still far in excess of what had 
hitherto been received, and was sufficient to de- 
note an increased interest in turf matters, and 
to give promise of a still greater public interest 
in the meeting which occurs toward the close of 
the mouth. The entertainment offered was 
first-class in every respect, and would have 
given general satisfaction but for two accidents 
to riders, which are mentioned more in detail fur- 
ther on. The manner in which the entire meeting 
bas been conducted is commended by all who 
were present, not because there was anything 
particularly attractive about the races, bat be- 
cause the manager and his assistants evinced a 
desire for honorable dealing that had heretofore 
been rare on the track. The rarity of its ap- 
pearance made it all the more noticeable, and 
while it may not have been altogether successful 
for the present, it will certainly meet with a sub- 
stantial reward in the future. 

THE WEATHER — 

yesterday was dehgatfully cool and pleasant, 
aud the horses, as well as the people, felt its in- 
vigorating influences. The sport began quite 
early in the afternoon, but dragged slowly after 
the commeacement, there being no activity dis- 
played in getting entries promptly on the track. 
THE FIRST RACE 

of the day was a mile and a quarter dash for 2 
purse of $300, for which there were four selling 
entries—King’s Excuse at $300, Sweetbay at 
$1,000, Noll at $1,000, and Little Frank.

London (June 20 Corr of the New York 


To-day is the anniversary of the Queen's ac- 
cession to the throne, and has been celebrated 
by the usual display of flags on the public offices, 
and the royal salute fired in Bt. James’ Park. 
In the gray dawn of this a fad just thirty-seven 
yeare ago a distinguished party were at the 
gates of Kensington Palace, trying to rouse the 
porter from his deep repose. e Archbishop 
of Canterbury and the Lord Chamberlain had 
left Windsor at3o’clock in the morning, im- 
mediately after the King’s death, and after a 
rapid drive of two hours reached Kensington, 
where the Princess Victoria was hving with her 
mother. They hed to knock, ring, and thump_ 
for a considerable time before any one answer- 
ed. At last the gates were opened, and the 
were shown into one of the lower rooms, and 
apparently forgotten.

A 
few instances we have known of the co-operation 
of husband and wife in labor that meant money 
for each; and the harmony of these few homes 
offers ample test:monv to the truth of the state- 
ment that half the infelicity of married life re- 
sults from the beggaily condition of the women. 

There are women, however, whom necessity 
has spyrred to toil, who went out into the world 
empty ded, with no knowledge of anything 
that would bring money, but have faithfully, per- 
gistently given their untiring energy to that which 
their hands jound todo.

The Cry of a Workingwoman,. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sin: In your issue of June 24. The Woman 
Question” was handled with kindness, judg- 
ment, and a true Christian spirit. God bless 
any one who will saya kind word in favor of 
women. I wish there could be found men with 
as‘good moral sense, as good intellectual facul- 
ties, as much power of discerning right from 
wroog, as there were inthe daysof African 
slavery. In those days, the male sex were not 
the subject of the politician ; but the poor, de- 
graded female, who were subject to any kind 
of abuse from their masters. What is the posi- 
tion of the workingwoman of the present day? 
If not in actual slavery to her master,—because 
she can leave to find one equally as severe,-— 
she is almost in as bad a condition as our 
public men and women cried out against 
with regard to the poor colored woman. 

I am the servant of masters who hire me for 
$5 a week, and expect me to pay board and 
washing, and still dress weil, while in their em- 
ploy. And last week this was taken from me, 
and I was turned out of my situatiou, because «a 
relative would work as chéaply as 1 did, and tbat 
relative a man. Any man who will deprive a fe- 
male of a situation is not a man, nor possessed 
of one spark of manhood, People may call 
such things women’s rigbts, All the rights. I 
want is the privilege of earning a respectable 
living. Ihere should be a Club that will protect 
our richts. Men have Protective Unions ; they 
have their wages regulated by such Unions, and 
are fully paid for their work. My employers, 
pete bien, * speaking, have said that I accom- 
plished as much work as a man, but would never 
pay me the wages they did a man. If 1 do the 
same amount of labor, am I not entitled to the 
same wages ? 

I wouid like to have women of good social 

osition engage in the work. of helping women. 

ank it in the name of my sisterhood; ia the 
name of your daughters, who some day may 
have to stand in the same position in which the 
poor gul now stands, Don't let your money 
biind vou to the fact that the working-women 
are God's creatures, with feelings and thoughts 
similar to yours, with minds and hearts willing 
to do right if rigntly directed. 

I wish some of the wealthy ladies of this great 
city could take time to visit some of the sleeping 
apartments of the working-women. They — 
in close rooms and breathe vitiated air. Their 
food is stale vevetables and unwholesome bread 
and meat. Then wonder at the pale, languid 
women you meet in the streets. 

I once heard a lady (who appended M. D. to 
her name) remark that she had uo sympathy for 
those who starved in attics and basements, be- 
cause they could find a situation ip some one's 
kitchen. Now, I will deny that. When 1 came 
to Chicago, I sought emplovment in every de- 
partment where womaa could work, from the 
kitchen up. I was willing to do anything honor- 
able to earn a livelihood. Some told me I did 
not look strong enough to do kiichen-work or 
sweep. Others could not pay me enough to pay 
my board. I turned away sick at heart, ready to 
take my own life. The idea of intelligence- 
offices was not respectable to me, who knew 
nothing about them. I was spending my last 
dollar, aod had not a friend in the world to go 
to. ‘hese are common, plain facts, and the his- 
tory of hundreds in your city who cry to you for 
help and sympathy.

GROUND WAS BROSEN 

Aug. 20, 1867. ’ 
’ The yellow river struggled, - 

And tossed its tawny mane, 
and proved by vo means an easy adversary to 
overcome. Capt. Eads, in giving his own ex- 
perience, says that in 1851 he h occasion to 
examine the bottom of the river near Cairo. 
“* Sixty-five feet below the surface,” says he, I 
fourd the bed of the river, for at least three feet 


im depth, a moving mass, and so unctable, that 


in endeavoring to find footing on it beneath my 
diving-bell, my feet penetrated through it until 
I could feel the sand rushing past my bands, 
although t was standing erect at the time.” This 
same sand-Current proved a serious obstacle to 
progress on, at least, two occasions—once when 
it scoured away and caused the sand placed in- 
side to equal ze the pressure to burst the caisson ; 
once when, after the current had forced out some 
bolts, its friction preventedtbe dam from set- 
tiling. 
— WAS ANOTHER PECULIAR OBSTACLE 
to overcome at the west abutments For years 
steamers had been in the babit of shedding their 
cast-off smpke-stacks and grates a d throwing 
their refuse stone and cinders into the river be- 
side the levee. There, too, lay the ! alls and 
machinery of two steamers burned at the big 
fire of 1849, the whole presentiug a mass of iron 
12 feet thick. Brobdingnagian chiseis, formed 
by arming oaken beams with steel cutting-edges. 
were hammered duwn with pile-drivers through 
the mass of ragged metal; a double course of 
sheet-piling followed; the coffer-dam was et- 
closed; the usual.work of excavation and pump- 
ing was mere child's play, and Feb. 25, 186s, 
THE FIRST STONE 
of the abutment was laid 57 feet below the city 
directrix (ordinary high-water mark), on the bec- 
rock of the mver. In the first course of the 
foundation is emoedded the ciank of oue of the 
burned vessels of 1849. The railroad nas made 
a stepping-stone of its defeated rival the stean» 
boat, and thus the wairligig of tune has brought 
in another of his reve ges. 
THE PNEUMATIC SYSTFM. 

After the consvlidation and actual commence, 
men. of construction, funds came forward freely, 
and the.work of the engiveers was easy. None 
the less wur it of interest. The pleaum pneu- 
matic sysiem was adopted, with radical improve- 
meuts and aiterat:ons, instead of follosiug the 
original plan, which was to sink the foundations 
of the picrs by means of large caissons, open at 
top and bottom, to serve only the purpose of al- 
lowing the removel of the sand at the site of the 
pieis duwn tothe bed rock of the river, wh:le 
iungide of them wooden caissons containing the 
masonry were to be sunk, Alterations were de- 
manded not only because of the strong current 
and treacherous sand-beds to be encouatered, 
but because of the great depth below the sur- 
face ac which work was to be prosecuted. Sev- 
enty feet had hitherto been.the limit of actual 
experience, while at St. Louis, even if the eastern 
pier were suuk at the most favorable season, the 
men had to work ata depch of from 90 to 100 
feet below the water-line. 

Iu making the caissons, the air-locks were 
placed at the bot om of the shaft. and partly 
within the air chamber, aud a ceutral shaft pro- 
vided, witha circular stairin lieu of ladders, 
By these means, as compared with the old cais- 
son, where the air-locks were at the top, the 
meu were exposed for a shorter time to the et- 
fect of the compressed air. A water-packing for 
the pumps made tue air cooler than it usually is 
under compression, and a new sand-pump was 
invented that materially expedited operations. 
A st:eam of water was forced down through one 
pipe, aod caused to discharge near the 
sand into another pipe in an annular jet, and 
in an upward direction. The jet created 
a vacuum below it, by which the sand was 
drawn into the second pipe or pump, the 
lower end of which was in the sand. ‘The force 
of the jet paturally drove the sand up to the 
surface as fast as it entered the second pipe. 
The superiority of this pump consisted in the 
fact that the requisite supply of water for kee p- 
ing the sand in a fluid condition was constant, 
wulle the suction-pipe was inserted directly in 
the sand. It was scarcely possible for the pump 
to become clogged, and it worked admirably, 
eveu with the pipe nineteen feet deep in sand. 
One of these, of three-inch bore, discharged ven 
cubic yards of sand in an hour, taking up and 
throwing out stones two aod a quarter inches in 
diameter with as much facility as sand. 

The usual process of construeting and sinking 
the caissons was followed in all essential de- 
tails. 

THE CAISSON FOR THE EASTERN PIER— 
readers will distinguish between abutments and 
piers—eas launched Occ. 17, 1869. It was 82 
feet by 60, and 28 feet high, and weighed 250 
tons. The material was wrought-iron plates, 
streogthened by every appliance. The roof of 
the air-chamber was nine feet above the cuttiug 
edge, of iron, supportea by two longitudinal 
walls of timber and transverse iron guircers. 
About 500 feet from tne IIlinois shore, a break- 
Water, with ice-apron, bad been owlt. Ib the 
lee of this were driven the guide-piles. To this 
point the caisson was tcwed Oct. 18. 1869. the 
false bottom removed, the air-chamber filled 
With compressed air, and the work of sinking 
began, screws hanging rom beams resting on 
the guide-piles kee; ing tbe caisson steady in its 
descent through the water, and so 232 
danger of its oversetting. The caisdon was 
lowered safely through water varying from 20 to 
30 feet in depth and into the sand, there over 
70 teet deep. Bedrock was reached Feb. 28, 
1870, 93 feet 4 inches below the surface of the 
river, and 120 feet below high-water mark. The 
filing of the air-chamber and ‘shaft with con- 
crete was concluded May 27, 1870. The mason- 
ry, of course, had been laid as the caisson de- 
scended., 

In laying the masonry 

ANOTHER MACHINE, 
invented by Capt. Eads and Col. Fladd, proved 
of great service. One man directed the obera- 
tion, and twelve hydraulic rams furnished the 
wer. These lifted at once twelve seven-ton 
locks of granite from the stone-barges by der- 
ricks, and, by travelers rnnning on wire cables, 
placed tbem in precisely the position desired by 
tae masons, the operation takicg but three 
minutes. This apparatus laid 325 cubic yards of 
gioue in one working dav of ten hours. 
IN THE AlR-CHAMBER. 

The scenes and pheuomena in the air-cham- 
ber were of the usual kind, and may interest 
readers of Tue Trizune. The highest atmos- 
pheric pressure was 67 pounds to the square 
inch. (one normal pressure is 15.) Entering 
the air-lock at the bottom of the shaft, the com- 
pressed air was gradually admitted, a probation 
of 15 minutes being generally demanded.of vis- 
itors ere they were allowed to go into the air- 
Chamber. By tbis precaution the air chambers, 
even after they had reached the bed-rock, 60 to 


sands of persons, including many delicate ladies, 
*ithout any of tuem experiencing the slightest 
ill effects trom the pressure. T'welve workmen, 
however, died of the muscular paralysis, pro- 
duced by the pressure, knowo as caso dis- 
ease.” Nearly or quite all of these deaths hap- 
pened to men unaccustomed to the work; sev- 
éral of them to men whohad worked but one 
watch of two hours. 

Of the air-chamber, a writer in a magazine 
gays: 

Down in this dungeon, 9 feet Mb, and which, filled 
with concrete, by and by is to be the base of the solid 
pier, you will see ome very startling phenomena, 
Blow out the flame of a candle, and it immediately re- 
turus to the wick. At the depth of 100 feet, candies 
ere consumed in about three-fifths of the time re- 
quired in the open air. Large ntities of smoke are 
‘emitted from the flames, and the air is filled with par- 
#icles of floating carbon, which can only be thoroughly 
removed by placing a rope-jet on the nozzle of a water- 
hose in the chamber, and discharging the spray in 
every direction. There is great aitticulty in extin- 

bing fire in an atmosphere of such density, 
and the clothing of one of the men, although of 
a woolen fabric, having on one occasion taken 
age he was exceedingly difficult to quench the flame. 
A kind of globe has therefore been invented, by which 
i candle will burn under the normal pressure of the 
atmosphere. Another curious phenomenon, observed 
at 103 feet beiow tne surface, is the reappearance of 
flame, by placing the unquenched sparks of two wicks 
in contact, when, separately, each faile to possess 
sufficient heat to restore the fame. One is pleased to 
hear, in the midst of these unusual apj eurances, the 
familiar click of the telegraph, putting the solitary 
band of men, working far under the bed of « mighty 
river, m connection with the outer worid, The wires 
communicate with the derrick-bost and the central 
office in St. Louis, so that directions can be given to 
the workmen, and progrees reported by them at any 
instant, 
THE CAISSON FOR THE WEST PIER, 
82 by 48 feet, was launched Jan. 3, 1870, and 
the first course of masonry begun on it Jan. 
15. A light lining of white-pine staves was used 
to keep the water out of the main shafts, and. 
‘the iron sbell only carried to a height of 20 feet 
above the roof of the air-chamber, and then the

The original 
foundation of the eastern on pil 
diiven inside of a coffer-dam 50 feet below 
water, covered with 20 feet of concrete. As the 
boring, however, only showed a devth of 128 feet, 
8 feet more than at the eastern pier, it was re- 
solved to lay the foundations on the solid rock, 
an ope: ation involving an additional expense of 
$250,000, but leaving no posmbility of accident. 
The caixson was constructed of wood, with 
the exception of the air-locks (which 
wore of increased dimensions), and a thin 
iron shell covering the sides and roof of the air- 
chamber. The sides, too, were only carried up 
12 feet, and elevators were substituted for stairs. 
This caisson was begun April 6, 1870, and 
launched Nov. 4. The men reached bed-rock 
March 28, 1871, 136 fees below hich-water mark, 
or 104 feet below the water-surface. 

THE SUPERSTRUCTURE. 

The laying of the 17 completed, to carry 
them up and place the superstructure was a 
work without special difficulty or interest. In 
Februarv, 1874, the sau of the last arch was 
completed.

THE FIRST TEST WAS MADE, 
and, under a weight of 70 tons, the centre arch 
showed a depression of less than one-quarter of 
an meh. July 2, the final test was made, with a 
weight of 560 tons. With 280 tons on each, the 
detlection of the centre arch was 214 inches, ang 
of the side arches 2, Witu 560 tons moving d 
each arch, the deflections were respectively 3'<¢ 
and 3 inches. and no distortion of the curve was 
produced. With 400 tons on one tiack, moving 
at the rate of 10 miles an hour, the deflectiou 
was 2'¢ inches, and there was no side mation. 
These results agreed toa fraction with the fe- 
suits of the calculations made in 1869 by Messrs. 
Fladd and Pfeifer, and analyzed and corrected be 
Prof. Chauvenet, Chancellor of Washington Um- 
versity. 
— 
THE STRUCTURE. 
The bridge has three spans, the centre of 515 


‘feet in the clear, the side ones each of 497 fee 


Each span is composed of four ribbed arches of 
east steel. The double-curved ribs or members 
extending from pier to pier enable the arch to 
preserve its shape under all circumstances of un- 
equal pressure upon its parts, and obviates the 
necessity of a epandrel Racing. A moving load 
has no effect on the curve of this double arch, 
however uvequally distributed its weight may be. 
THE UPPER ROADWAY 
for carriages, horse-cars, aud pedestrians, is 50 
feet wide between the railings, the roadway being 
84 feet, and the #idewalks each of 8 feet. Rail- 
ings and lamps are on either side; automatic 
turnstiles admit and register the number of pas- 
sengers; colossal statues are to be placed on the 
piers and abutments, emblematic of the two 
States, Commerce, Trade, etc. Below the car- 
riage-way are the two railway-passages, each 1314 
feet wice in th» clear, and 18 feet high, extend- 
ing through arched openings of equal size in 
the abutments and piers. Five stone arches, 
each of 20 feet, carry the tracks over 
the levee on either shore. They are 
inclosed by cut-stove arcades of twenty arches, 
suppoiting the carriage-ways. On the St. Louis 
side brick arches carry the tracks to Third street. 


where the tunnel is entered conducting to the 


up-town Union Depot, and the caniage-way is 
continued on a level grade over the regular 
tracks to Third street. 
ON THE ILLIVOTIS SHORE, 
the railways curve off to the north and south, 
immediately after crossing the last one of the 
stone arches, and with a descending grade of ove 
foot in a bundred, extending aboat 3.000 feet, 
and supported on iron trestle-work a part of che 
way, reach the grade of the railways on the II- 
noi side. The carriage-road descends with a 
grade of five feet in a hundred, immediately 
after the railway tracks curve away from the 
bridge. 
THE COST. ; 

It will be along time ere an accurate etate- 
meut of the cost of the bridge can be given. 
Col. Fladd, in conversation with the representa- 
of Tue CIAO Tripeng, gave the following as 
a; proximating very nearly to the exact expendi- 
ture for the biidge:

To this total of 54.700.000 he added about 
#1,250,000 for miscellaneous, contingent, and in- 
cidentai- expenses, bringing the amount up to 
56.000, 000. The tunnel 2 Will de com- 
pleted Aug. 1) was placed at $1,200,000. With 
an addition of 3.000, 000 for charter, mterest, 
discount, financial operations, management, con- 
solidation, etc., the total expense will be nearly 
$10,600,000. 

The bridge contains 104,000 yards of masonry 
the tunnel 60,000. There have been employec 
2.600 tons of steel and 3,000 of iron. The Vic- 
toria Bridge at Montieal contaius 22,000 tons of 
stone in all; there are 45,000 tons iu the eastern 
abutment-pier of the St. Louis bridge. 

TWENTY-TWO LIVES WERE LOST 
during the work, including the twelve from 
caisson disease. Nine men were killed on the 
prers, and one on the supersetructare. All of 
these lives were lost through the careless1ess of 
their owners, as nothing connected with the 
machinery or stag_ng bioke, gave way, or proved 
defective. The working force was 1,000 strong.

THE ESTIMATED ANNUAL INCOME 

of the bridge is placed at $1,000,000, which in 
thirty years should pay off the bonds. The 
sources of revenue beside the twelve railroads 
centering at the city are the teams from the 
eastern shore with coal, flour, produce, etc., and 
pleasure aod busipess traffic. Fifty thousand 
teams have hitherto crossed at the fe: ries annu- 
ally, besides coal-vans carrying 900,000 tons of 
coal, #0 that the estimate of income is not con- 
sidered out of the way. 

EFFECT ON NAVIGATION, 

The question of the effect of the bridge upon 
navigation bas been so recenily discussed as to 
be fresh in the recollection of most reade s. As 
to passing under the bridge, there 1s little dau- 
ger to be anticivated on that account. The 
flooring of the bridge is sixty-nine feet above 
high-water mark, affording ample height for 
the passage of steamers. The location, too, 
is such that the levees for the boats engaged in 
tiaftic on the Upper Mississippi are all above the 
bridge, while the Ohio, Tennessee, and Lower 
Mississippi boats tie up below it. The tendency 
of the gteat masses of masonry in the piers, 
standing as they do ip the middle of a river jun- 
ning rapidly through a contracted channel., will 
almost undoubtedly be to promote the formation 
of ice gorges im winter, and possibly to change the 
direction of the current, forming here shoals and 
there eating away the shere. -Upon this point, 
however, the only sale opinion will be that ex- 
pressed by experience, for the Mississippi is the 
most capricious of streams, and its moods are 
less easily to be foretold than those of a willful 
woman.

The victim is a voung man of 17 years, and he 
received m shot in tue right breast, through the 
lung, which will probabiy prove fatal in a short 
time: The party who did the shooting is also a 
young man of about the same age. The name of 
the first mentioned is Thomas Coffey, and he is 
now lying in a critical state at his parents’ 
house, No. 201 Fulton street. Ihe latter is 
named Charles Herdle, and his parents live at 
193 Fuiton street. 

A party of boys were engaged in celebrating 
the day at the corner of Fulton and Halsted 
streets, Ly firing off pistols. Herdle, it appears, 
had a revolver loadea with ball cartridge, and it 
is said by those who were present that he pointed 
it at Coffey and tired, the shot striking him as 
indicated above. Herdle states that tue weapon 
was accidentally exploded. A few days ago he 
was beard to say that be had a grudge against 
Coffey, arising out of some trifling troubie, and 
he was going to shoot bim on the Fourth of 
July. Ou receiving this information Officer 
Tavlor arrested Herdle, and locked him up ia the 
West Madison Street Station to await the result 
of Coffey’s wound. 

Dr. B. D. Cobb was called to attend the 
wounded young man, and gave the Opinion that 
the injury will probably prove fatal. 

Toe affair caused great excitement m the vi" 
cinity where the shooting occurred. 

PINCNIC RIOTS. ¢ 

Among the other unpleasant features of the 
day as a riot, which occurred at the Independ- 
ent Club picnic at Heinrich Park, on the lice of 
the Great Eastern Railroad. The trouble began 
with arough named O’Brien seizing upon Ald. 
Hildreth’s watch, which is valued at $250, and 
making off with it. The Alderman thought 
that he had had enough to do with illegal ap- 
propriations of late, and ran after the robber, 
who, however, was soon surrounded by his 
friends. who showed every disposition to shield 
him. Officers Ebinger, Reid, and Frank Beaubien 
rushed to the rescue of the Alderman’s watch, 
and a struggle ensued, in which the last-named 
was severely beaten on the the head with the 
butt ends of revolvers by the roughs. The prop- 
erty was subsequently recovered, and O’Brien 
arrested by Officers Reed and Ebinger. He isa 
notorious thief, and it is possible that he will be 
made to suffer severely for his outrage. Beau- 
bien’s wounds are of a very severe nature, and 
may in the end prove fatal. 

Another fracas between roughs and police oc- 
curred at Roselie, on the Chicago & Pacific Raii- 
road, wheiethe Emereld Isle Temperance So- 
ciety, composed of meu from the North Side 
Rolling Mille, met to bold their anniversary 
orgy. Officers Braunock, Murphy,-Tuppiog, aud 
O Connor attended the picnic to keep order, but 
their presence was distasteful to the Sons of 
Father Mathew, who were all in a glorious state 
of intoxication, and they were ordered to leave 
the place. This they declined to do, when force 
was uved, aud a fight occurred, in which Officer 
Murphy was severeiy beaten. He was finally 
rescued by hie brother officers, who, though they 
heid thei¢ ground, were unable, in the face of 
superior numbers, to interfere with the lawless- 
ness of the roughs. 

FATAL ACCIDENT. 

The most distressing accident which resulted 
from the celebration of the Fourth occurred at 
noon, on Coolidge street, just west of Blue 
Island avenue, aud by it a young and 
promising son of Dr. P. E. McKeon, 
late editor of the Catholic Vindicator, and an 
old and respected citizen, was almost instantly 
killed, aud six other boys badly injured, one it 
is feared fatally. The circomstances of the sad 
occurrence are as follows: A boy, 13 years of 
age, named William Schaeffer, whose parents 
hve at 66 Coolidge street, was engaged in mak- 
ing ‘‘ volcanoes,” with powder which he bad in a

ploded. Schaeffer lighted a match and ignited 
the powder, which had been wet for the purpose. 
The *‘yoleano” burned slowly, and Schaeffer 
began to pour more dry powder on it from the 
boitle, which was about half full. The smoul- 
dering squib flashed quickly. and communicated 
with the powder in the bottle. An explosion 
eusued while Schaeffer held the bottle in his 
band, sud the thick glass and powder flew among

Six other boys were badly wounded. William 
Schaeffer bad the thumb of his right hand cut off 
by glass and his face burnt by the powder. His 
brother, Werner Schaeffer, 7 years old, received 
two severe cuts in the breast, aud both hands 
lacerated. His face was badly burnt by the 
powder. He is lying in a critical condition. 

Two sons of Joseph Lumpp, of No. 54 Coolidge 
street, were also severely wounded by the flying 

lass. Joseph, Jr., 13 years of age, received two 
ier gasbs ao inch long in the right leg and 
one in the left. The littie finger of his left hand 
was nearly severd. Frank Lumpp, 7 years old, 
had his nose cut severely, and a wonnd close to 
the heart—a very narrow escape from death. 

John McKeon, youngest son of the Doctor, was 
slightly cut in the face. a 

ohn Gross, of No. 273 Blue Island avenue, 
had bis eye slightly injured. 


Several other boys received slight scratches 
about the face and hands. 

Drs. Fraser and Cassell were called, and placed 
the wounded boys in as comfortable a state as 
possible. The former was unable to determine 
the result of the younger Schaeffer boy's inju- 
ries. 

The accident was scarcely over when ths bovs 
in the neighborhood began to celebrate again by 
the use of firecrackers, canoons and pistols. 


ARREST OF A NOTED THIEF. 

Detective Dan Hogan caught one of the most 
vicious and notorious thieves who ever graced a 
nen yesterday aftérnoon. His name is 

aurice Kelly, and he is very familiar to the 
police force. He is the same person who as- 
saulted Officers Lolam and Wolfe some time 
ago, and there are now indictments pending 
against him for the act. Officers Tom Simmons 
aud Hogan learned that he was about to arrive 
in the city on the Northwestern Railway, aud 
immediately set out tocapture bim. He espied 
Simmons just after he alighted from the cars, 
aud, dodging out of, the depot into a crowd, es- 
caped bis notice. But Hogan was on 
hand fer him in another place, and, 
when about to step up and take 
his man, Kelly ran. Hogan gave chase 
and pursued him through Indiana street, along 
the railroad track, around and under freight 
cars, and finally overhauled bim among some 
shanties in an alley near Jefferson street. Wnen 
passing along the river Kelly was observed to 
throw some papeis in the water. The officers 
eearched for them, but they were unable to find 
them. Kelly says they were valuable, but had 
nothing to do wi*b any parties in Chicago. Some

| LATE LOCAL ITEMS. 


Fire occurred in a frame dwelling owned and 
occupied by John Fitzgerald, on the corner of 
Diller and Ohio streets, at 9:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning.

On going further back on the track, however, a 
small pool of clotted biood was found, which 
must have been made previous to the passage 
of the train. Moreover, there was a ghastly 
wound in the deceased's forehead which seem- 
ed not % fresh as the other terrible 
injuries inflicted by the locomotive. This, to- 
gether with the fact that the body, when picked 
up, was cold aud clammy, leads to the belief that 
the man was either murdered outright, or terribly 
injured by a murderous blow on the head, and 
the body placed ou the track to hide the evi- 
dences of tne crime. The boots weile probably 
ta cen off and placed at the side of the body to 
induce people to believe that the man was rest- 
ing himself on the track.
